“We'll be ready and able. to 
start grinding this Fall,” Glades 
County sugar co-op officials said 
on Thursday on an inspection tour 
of the new mill site near Moore 
Haven. ' 

Luis de Armas, , resident, mill 
manager, and Bob Beardsley, co- 
op secretary, reported that pro- 
visions of all contracts for delivery 
of equipment and for construction 
are on schedule. ʻA similar report 
was made earlier this week by the 
co-op’s engineer, John Scopetta, 
after a review of all-contracts for 
construction and machinery. 

Nearing completion this week is 
the outer shell of the co-op. and 
mill office buildiig. Foundations 
have been poured for,other build- 
ings, and other foundations were 
being poured Thursday. 

All boilers are now’on the site 
ready for immediate erection, 
which is to be done by Industrial 
Equipment Co., of -Orlando, De 
Arms said. 

Cane-planting which ended 
April 15 “exceeded all but the 
most optimistic expectations 
the first year,” with more than 
8,000 acres planted, De Armas and 
Leardsley reported. This is ex- 
pected to more than supply the 
tonnage anticipated for the first 
season, both said. 

Co-op president Roger Weeks'
